With- 
out becoming loo Kclentitlc. it may 
be said that this gasoline vapor Is 
seven timea mre powertnl than 
gunpowder. 

"Bvery gasoline explooion and 
fire that occurs in the home Is due 
to ignorance and carelessness on the 
part of user. (Jloves must be clean- 
ed, fabrics must be dipped in gaso- 
line or alcohol, and their use will 
continue. For that reason. It Is 
vitally Important that the user 
should h*ve all the Information 
poaslble about the danger Incurred. 

"Gasoline should be used in open 
air wherever possible, but If It 
must be used In the house, all the 
windows should be opened wide 
and a sufficient draft created to 
drive all the vapor from the room. 
It la almost- criminal to use gaso- 
line In the kitchen or other rooms 
where It is exposed to flre. The va- 
por has been known to .lump thirty 
feet from a tank in the open air 
end exploile with sudi violence as 
to wreck the tank car and burn all 
the buildings in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

"It is not necessary to touch a 
match to it.
